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“White-out” conditions, caused by 
blowing snow, were responsible for a 
massive 75-100 car pile-up on I-75 
last Sunday afternoon. Just south of 
the Otsego-Crawford county line, 
police and wrecker crews spent hours 
clearing stranded vehicles out of the 
way. The southbound lane of 1-75 had 
to be closed for several hours while

the wreckage was removed. 
Ambulance units from Frederic, 
Grayling, and Gaylord transported a 
number of victims to local hospitals, 
where all but two were treated and 
released. One person, who was 
admitted to Mercy Hospital in Grayling 
for observation, was reported to have 
suffered several broken ribs and 


bruised lungs. 

Michigan State Police were assisted 
by sheriff deputies from both counties, 
Further news could not be released 
until the large scale investigation is 
complete, which could take several 
days, as many vehicle drivers simply 
exchanged insurance information with 
others and went on their way. 


Heavy southbound traffic had to be 
rerouted around the accident scene at 
the Waters exit. Much of that traffic 
continued south along Old US-27 into 
the city of Grayling, backing up to 
lengths of one-half mile behind stop 
lights. Numerous fender bender type 
accidents were reported due to 
visibility and extremely slippery streets 


Camp Grayling expects slight 
increase in number of troops in ‘93 


The 1993 troop strength figures for 
annual training at Camp Grayling show 
a small increase over last year. This 
summer 22,395 guardsmen are 
expected in camp between May 1 and 
. October 1, an increase of just over 
* 2,000 troops from last summer. 
-. Conversely, 1993 weekend troop 
» figures show an overall reduction of 
more than 12,000 guardsmen from 
1992. This year only 25,960 guards 
will go through weekend training at 
CampGrayling. Many weekend troops 
will be attending classes rather than 
field exercises, although some 
exercises are scheduled, 

Camp Grayling Information Officer, 
Major Jerry Fochl explained how 


training needs were determined. 
“Training is scheduled on unit needs. 
Sometimes Michigan guards can 
receive more training at Fort Custer or 
even in their home armories,” said 
Fochl, 

Foch! stated that because of military 
budget cuts, overall Michigan guard 
troop strength is down slightly from 
previous ycars. 

Michigan guards training for two 
weeks this summer will again be given 
the middle weekend off, but it is not 
yet known about guardsmen coming 
to Camp Grayling from other states. 
According to Foehl, “That decision is 
not made here, it’s up to each state to 
decide their own training schedule.”

NEW COMPUTER SYSTEM AT COURTHOUSE-- Karen

New county computer 


On January 1, 1993, the Crawford 
County courthouse moved in to the 
high technology era when the new 
computer system went “on-line.” 
There were no explosions, or smoke, 
or grinding gears, and no one went 
running from moving part to moving 
part with an oil can in his or her hand 
smoothing out the rough spots. The 
system was turned on with a flip of a 
switch and instantly, information only 
accessible previously by looking 
through volumes of journals, became 
available. The mainframe computer 
sits in a corner of the treasurers office 
and takes up about as much room as a 
small office desk. Eventually, every 
department in the building will have a 
desktop terminal connected to the 
system and they willall be interactive. 

County employees, working with 
New World Computer Systems of 
Troy, had been preparing for this 
minute for quite some time. County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley said, “Weknew 
what we wanted and we tock our time 
looking at different systems until we 
found the onc that really metour needs. 
It has already saved us a lot of time, 
and time is money.” 

Wakeley went on to explain that 
about $268,000 have been spent, so 
far, in buying and implementing the 
computer system and more, smaller 


amounts, will be spent in the future. 
But of that amount $130,000 came 
from the sale of the landfill and another 
$70,000 came from workman’s 
compensation credits so that, based on 
the benefits returned, the actual price 
of the system has been very minimal 
to the taxpayer. 

“The first thing we did on the 
computer was the 93 budget. We 
saved a full week’s work,” stated 
Wakeley. “It won’t mean less 
employees but it does enable us to 
meet increased workloads,” he said. 

District court and the sheriff 
department went on the system in 
November. General ledger and payroll 
wentactive the firstof the year, By the 
end of the summer other functions, 
including property taxes, probate court, 
and the prosecutor’s office will be on 
the system. Within 18 months every 
county department in the courthouse 
will be on the system. 

Wakeley stated that, “We have had 
no major problems yet, but if we do, 
help is only a phone call away.” 

Computer security was a foremost 
consideration when purchasing the 
system. An in-house users group was 
formed to discuss needs, including 
security needs, and access to different 
aspects of the system is very strictly 
regulated. 


3 gun theft suspects 
arrested in Florida 


Two handguns that were stolen in 
the January 24 burglary of Skip’s Sport 
Shop in Grayling, have been recovered 
in Dade County, Florida, by the Miami 
F.B.E. The two guns were recovered 
onebruary 19 when three individuals 
wercarrested on charges pending from 
Michigan, The F.B.I. had been 
working with several Michigan police 
agencies, including the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department, and the 
three suspects are belicved to be 


responsible forseveral armedrobberies 
and burglaries throughout Michigan, 

The three are currently lodged in the 
Dade County jail awaiting extradition 
back to Michigan. Once back in 
Michigan, the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department will continue their 
investigation as to the crimes they 
may have committed in the Grayting 
area, 

Until the investigation is complete, 
no names will be released. 
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Forest Service seeks public input 
on managing Foley Swamp area 


Approximately 2,200 acres of the 
Huron National Forest in Crawford 
County has been included in an 
“opportunity area” slated for changes 
in long-term management by the 
U.S.D.A. Forest Service. 

The ara, which extends another 
five miles into Oscoda County, is 
bordered on the west by McMasters 
Bridge Road and on the north by the 
AuSable River. The area was 
designated as the Foley Swamp 
Opportunity Area in 1986, and now 
the forest service is soliciting input 
from area property owners and interest 

groups on its plans to manage the area 
over the next ten years. The area 


The Safe And 
Systematic Way 
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encompasses the Whitewater Creck 
Semiprimitive Non-Motorized Arca 
which is slated to be closed to all 
motorized vehicles, including 
recreational vehicles, but would remain 
open to hikers, primitive campers, 
hunters and fishermen. 

Phil Huber, the project team leader 
said that, “The semiprimitive quict 
area is already in place. One of the 
reasons that this arca was chosen as a 
primitive area is because there are 
very few roads into it.” 

In a letter to interested parties and 
landowners, Huber spelled out 
numerous issues and concerns, such 
as the destruction of wildlife habitat 
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by private development and the 
reduction of quality fish habitat from 
sand entering the streams at road 
crossing points. He also listed many 
opportunities that could be taken to 
balance the area's preservation needs 
with the needs of the public, such as 
the construction of foot trails to the 
AuSable River and Gammey Creek. 
Topics of concem and opportunity 
were listed under the headings of 
ownership, public use, transportation, 
vegetation, soils, wildlife, and 
fisheries, 

Huber explained that the area today 
is made up mostly of cedar swamp 
providing a large deer yard. Only 
about five percent of the area has been 
utilized for clear cutting and the only 


clear cutting planned in the 
management program would be smali 
cuts designed to provide browse for 
the deer, 

“We have received 30 to 40 Ietters 
and numerous phone calls commenting 
on the plan, By and large, most have 
been supportive,” stated Huber. 


Huber’s team would like to receive 
any comments onthe plan by Monday, 
March 1, 1993. They hope to have the 
plan in place by next winter so a 
schedule of implementation, over the 
nextten ycars, can proceed, You may 
read the four page letter atthe U.S.D.A.

It’s hard to compare this year’s 
Winter-Fest to the winter carnivals 
of the past. 

In 1941, the Grayling Winter 
Sports Carnival was the premiercold 
weather event of the midwest. As 
many as 20,000 people visited our 
ski park (now called Hanson Hills) 
for a weekend of fun. 

A huge Statuc of Liberty ice sculp- 
ture, 62 feet high and built by 15 
men, greeted everyone, (Ice from 
the majestic statue reportedly lasted 
into the month of July.) Tobaggons 
raced down steel wall troughs at 
speeds exceeding 80 miles an hour. 
A skating rink covering five acres 
was considercd the best in the mid- 
west: it was the site of the Michigan 
Amateur Skating Races that year. 

The park also boasted a 36-foot- 
high ski jump at the top of the hill 
which was used for the Novice Ski 
Jumping Championships. 

Detroit Lion football stars came 
tothe winter carnival, The Grayling 
Winter Sporis Queen used to meet 
the governor of Michigan after her 
victory. Extra snow trains from Lan- 
sing, Detroit, and Grand Rapids had 
tobe scheduled for the winter carni- 
val weekend, 


But those were the good old days, 
The winter carnival didn’t have much 
competition from snowmobiles, Boyne 
Mountain, cable television, cross- 
country skiing, VCRs and videos, the 
Pistons and Red Wings on television, 
hot tubs, and MTV. 

The 1993 Grayling Winter-Fest 
didn’t draw 20,000 persons, There 
were even acoupleof events cancciled 
because of lack of participation. But 
the winter carnival has a good base of 
events. The Klondike Canoe Race is 
growing, Other popular events are the 
Miss Grayling/Young Woman of the 
Year Pageant, the medallion hunt, the 
kick-off dinner, Booster Club 
breakfast, cross-country skiing, down- 
hill skiing, and sledding. 

I wish wecould bring back the winter 
sports theme with snowshoc softball, 
snow golf, downhill canoe racing, 
snow volleyball, the polar bear plunge, 
basketball tournaments, ice/snow 
sculptures, snowshoe races, and more

The huge automaker also has 
announced it is facing the largest 
single-year financial loss in its 
history. 

Then there’s the Atlanta court that 
socked GM with a $105.2 million 
judgement growing out ofa fatal fire 
and crash involving one of GM’s 
pickup trucks, 

There remains a real possibility 
that GM will be forced to recall 
thousands of pickups like the one 
involved in the crash. That would be 
no insignificant item for the huge 
automaker,

STUNG BY A TV show’s report 
that the design of the pickup was 
faulty, thus contributing to fatal 
crashes, GM conduced its own 
investigation, found what it 
considered to be trickery by the 
network, and promised its own 
lawsuit. 

NBC subsequently apologized. 
The network admitted it had used 
igniting devices to assure the pickup 
would burst into flames uponcontact 
in its televised report, overfilled the 
gas tank, and did other things to 
make sure ofa photogenic explosion. 
Fakery was what is was. 

GM accepted the apology, and 
NBC's agreement io pay the $2 
million GM had spent in its own 
investigation. --- a sum which 
compares favorably with a 
congressional or state legislative 
investigation, 


NBC’s tactics in putting together 
the GM pickup report were enough to 
make almost any practicing media 
person shiver. To phony up evidence 
as NBC admitted doing would not be 
allowed by most legitimate purveyers 
of information.

THESE AND SIMILAR tactics 
are not unusual by network 
investigative performers. In another 
recent “expose” network agents went 
to Bengladesh and represented 
themselves as clothing buyers from 
the United States to produce an episode 
lambasting Walmart for promoting 
American-made goods but buying their 
own merchandise from Asian 
sweatshops. Such conscious 
misrepresentation usually is not 
permitted in ethical news gathering. 

The public is inclined to chalk all 
this garbage up against “the media,” 
In a broad sense, this newspaper and 
this writer are both part of “the media.” 
We don’t think of ourselves that way 
— but by broad definition, it’s true. 

Any relationship between such 
shows as NBC’s Dateline and this 
newspaper is accidental... but we're 
all “media.” 

It’s about like comparing Fagin --- 
the Dickens chacacter who taught 
Oliver Twist and other way ward boys 
the art of thievery —— and Miss 
Semmelroth, who used to teach
